CREMATION IN SIAM. 


A # 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 f u n e r a l w i t h T e n D a y s o f 
F e s t i v i t y 
The Princess Suntannt, one of tho fa­ 
vorites of tile king of Siam und her infant 
daughter were drowned last year about 
flirty miles from Bangkok by the upset­ 
ting of a barge. The remains were em­ 
balmed and kept about nine months, 
when they were cremated with imposing 
ceremonies at au expense of $.300,00(1 iu 
decorations and iii the presentation of 
gifts. A correspondent of The Louis­ 
ville Courier Journal says that the rite 
took place* iu a cross shaped building 200 
feet in length, covered w ithin and with­ 
out by gilded cloth. All the principal 
pe*ople und the foreign representatives 
were present, aud fine quarters and a 
free restaurant were provided. The fire 
was lighted by the first king, the second 
king also being present. After the fu­ 
neral pyre had been consumed there were 
fireworks and athletic sports for ten suc­ 
cessive nights. Among other represen­ 
tations was the lotus dunce participated 
in by fifty men swinging colored lanterns. 
During the entertainment each day limes, 
a species of tilt* lemon, containing small 
silver coins and also tickets to a lottery, 
were scattered freely among the specta­ 
tors. Many beautiful prizes were drawn 
by both natives and foreigners. The 
Buddhist priesthood were the principal 
gainers by this cremation. One hun­ 
dred thousand dollars were distributed 
iii gifts to these gentlemen of the yellow 
cloth. This was done to “make merit” 
witli the hopo that some might reach the 
spirit of the dead Princess Hun an-ta-rhat 
as she wanders through the long travail 
of births and deaths that await her before 
she can find rest. When tho crematory 
services were over, tho ashes and a few 
charred bonos wore tenderly gathered 
aud placed iii a golden arn prepared to 
receive them. This urn was made almost 
entirely of the jewels of tho dead Prin­ 
cess, aud a smaller one received the re­ 
mains of the royal babe.

Eat iii!? Elephant Steak. 


From Los I it* ”h Magazine. 
A traveler, stopping with an English 
settler on the Tuegla river, in South Af­ 
rica, visited one of the neighlmring Kaffir 
lints where the natives were preparing a 
grand feast, aud exj»erimenfced on some 
rather tough meat. We give his acount 
of the affair: 
It was a wild and savage-looking scene. 
Inside a circular, beehive-shaped hut, 
about fifteen feet in diameter, were as­ 
sembled some five-aud-twenty Kaffirs, 
men, women aud children. They were 
seated in a circle, watching intently two 
huge erathen vessels, in which were mas­ 
ses of meat—elephunt’s meat—boiling 
aud stewing. 
A wood fire glowed on the floor of the 
hut, and kept the i»ots boiling. This I 
was informed, was the third lot of moat 
that had been eaten that day by the par­ 
ty. 
It certainly was to close and uninvit­ 
ing to enter the hut, but wo determined 
t > taste elephant, so we sent for a plate 
aud knife and fork, and waited outside 
while tho cooking proceeded—a little 
salt and some bread being provided by 
our worthy host; the Kaffirs utterly scorn 
these two additions, preferring the flesh 
•iu nut ti rd. 
At leugth the meat was pronounced 
“douo” by on old Kaffir man, who super­ 
intended the oookiug, and we were offer­ 
ed a piece of meat of alxmt two pounds 
weight. Declining tile whole of this, we 
selected a slice of about one-fourth tho 
size, which we believed would lie suffi­ 
cient for trial. 
We could not fail to perceive that our 
knife was marvelously blunt, as we en­ 
deavored to cut the steak; the prongs of 
the fork seemed round instead of pointed. 
Our teeth, alas I had lost their edge; and 
after diligent endeavoring to bite tho 
piece of meat that was in our mouth, we 
w e r e compelled to give it up; we con'd 
make no impression on it, oven af Lr 
some minutes’ munching. 
Further trials of the same kind of ani­ 
mal induce us to assert that four-hun- 
drcd-years’-o d elephant is not so good 
as four-years’-old mutton, anil we doubt 
whether elephant is e v e r likely to become 
a popular dish.
